Secretary Baker Claims 
Decisive Ascendancy Over 
Germans in Fighting in 
Flanders — Germans Grad- 
ually Giving Way. 


Washington, October 7.—Decisive as- 
cendancy for the allies in the supreme 
test of battle strength now taking 
place on the bloody fields of Flanders 
is claimed by Secretary Baker in the 
weekly review of war operations is- 
sued tonight by the war department. 

While it may be premature to as- 
sert that the British war machine has 
forced a decision over the Germans, 
Mr. Baker says, the victories of the 
past fortnight, threatening the Ger- 
man submarine bases on the Belgian 
coast, are conclusive indications of al- 
lied superiority. With favorable weath- 
er he thinks these victories will be re- 
peated and extended. 

The review, which is for the week 
ended last night, makes no reference 
to the American forces in France or 
to the great preparations for war go- 
ing forward at home. 

Attention of World en Flanders. 

“The attention of the world,” it says, 
“is focused on the titanic struggle now 
going on in Flanders. The battle rag- 
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ast two weeks will in all probability 
e repeated and extended. 

“The enemy pressure along the east- 
ern front has been relieved by the 
strong allied offensive in Flanders. No 
engagements of more than local impor- 
tance are reported in the east. 

“The German advance in the north- 
east has apparently weakened and the 
Russians have been able to reorganize 
their position in the Riga sector.” 

The review sketched briefly the 
week's news from other fronts, with 
the comment that reports from the Rus- 
sian front are more encouraging.

FEDERAL CONTROL 
OF PAPER INDUSTRY 


Urged by Senate Printing 
Committee—Alleged Pub- 
lishers Are Being Bled by 
Paper Mill Owners. 


Washington, October 7.—A _ report 
recommending government operation of 
the print paper and pulp industries dur- 
ing the war, and arraigning what it 
calls the defiant attitude of print paper 
producers, was filed today by the sen- 
ate printing committee. It will await 
action at the December session. 

The report says the federal trade 
commission’s findings show beyond any 
question that the print paper indestry, 
in its greed for excessive profits, has 
imposed a most unjust burden on the 
American press, which faces a serious 
disaster if relief cannot speedily be had 
from the oppressive prices now exacted 
for print paper.” 

It adds that the commission, in its re- 
cent investigation, exhaysted every re- 
source at its command to obtain relief 
for the publishers, but has been able 
to get only a small measure of relief, 
“owing to the defiant attitude assumed 
by the | pee producers of print 
paper and lack of authority of the com- 
mission to enforce its findings as to a 
fair and reasonable price.” 

On Government Account, 


Under a resolution introduced by 
Senator Smith, of Arizona, and report- 
ed by the committee for passage, the 
trade commission would be empowered 
to control the production and distribu- 
tion of print paper and mechan.cal and 
chemical pulp fm the United States. All 
print paper an@ pulp mills and agencies 
would be operated on government ac- 
count and their products pooled in the 
commission’s hands during the ‘war 
emergency and equitably distributed at 
a price based on production and dis- 
tribution cost plus a fair profit per ton, 
to be determined by the commission. 
Provision is made in the resolution for 
co-operation with the Canadian govern- 
ment and for limiting imports into the 
United States during the war to ship- 


ments for government account. 

The committee report points out that 
as a result of the commission's investi- 
gations seven leading news print man- 
ufacturers have been indicted for vio- 
lating the Sherman anti-trust law and 
the. commission has entered formal 
‘complaint against the book paper man- 
ufacturers’ bureau of statistics and 23 
member companies of that bureau, but 
that up to this time neither the indict- 
ments nor the complaints have afforded 
any measure of protection to the pub- 
lishers. . 

Must Soon Renew Contracts, 


Most of the newspapers of the coun- 
try, the report says, are now up to the 
point where they must soon renew con- 
| tracts, and if adequate relief is to be 
jihad it must be without wai.ung for the 
' prosecution of the indictments and com- 
plaints. 

“The committee,” it concludes, “sub- 
mits to the sénate whether it is better 
to safeguard the continuance of a free 


adequate supply of print paper at a fair 
and reasonable price, or whether to 
permit a further increase in the exces- 
sive profits of the paper industry, 
which the federal trade commission de- 
clares is about to exact $17,500,000 more 
in excessive profits from the American 
publishers who are loyally and patri- 
otically supporting their government in 
| this fateful hour.” 


ORDERS TO REGISTER 
GIVEN COAL JOBBERS 


Washington, October 7.—Coal jobbers 
throughout the country were ordered 
by the fuel administratign today to 
register with the federal trade com- 
mission by October 25, stating the 
financial interest of all stockholders 
and partners of jobbing concerns in 


mines. One of the purposes of .:this 
step is to meet a situation created, ac- 
cording to reports, by the organization 
of “dummy” jobbing companies to ab- 
sorb the jobbers’ fees allowed in addi- 
tion to the government fixea price for 
coal at the minegs.: 

Another new order prevides that coal 
confiscated by railroads for their own 
use may be purchased from the owner 
at the price under which it was con- 
signed when _ confiscated, if it is mot 
above the figure fixed by the president, 
except where the consignment contract 
was entered into before the presiden- 
tial order. In the latter case the rail- 
road must pay the contract price. 

A compilation of all rulings and or- 
ders of the fuel administration has been 
prepared for the use of the _ trade. 
Among new ones is a ruling that a job- 
ber who had contracted to buy coal at 
the time of the president's price-fixing 
order and who then was under contract 
to sell that coal, may make the sale 
at the price named in the contract.

TEN NEGROES CONVICTED 
OF KILLING POLICEMAN 


Murder of Officer Coppedge 


Precipitated Riots in - 
East St. Louis.

Belleville, Ill, October 7.—Ten of the 
thirteen negroes who have been on 
trial here for a week, charged with the 
murder of Detective Samuel Coppedge 
on the morning of July 2 last, which 
precipitated the East St. Louis, IIL, 
race riots, were convicted today and 
sentenced to fourteen yeats each in the 
penitentiary. Three were acquitted. 
Those found guilty were: Fayette 
Parker, Othantel Péoples, George Rob- 
, erts, Horace Thomas, Marshall Alex- 
ander, Dee Smothermann, Albert 


and Charles Foster. 
Those acquitted were: Thomas Tack- 
ett, Guy Moore and Lester Fowler. 


Smothermann collapsed when the 
verdict was read. He had offered an 
alibi, claiming he was at the wake 
of Othaniel Peoples’ mother when Cop- 
pedge was killed. 

The jury, which was given the cases 
at 11:30 o’clock last night, announced 
at 1:30 this afternoon that an agree- 
ment had been reached. Judge G. A. 
Crow was summoned from his home 
and responded promptly, his wife sit- 
ting with him on the bench when the 
verdict was read. Only court attaches, 
the prisoners and newspaper men were 
in the court room to hear the verdict. 
Outside between the courthouse and 
jail stood wives and relatives of the 
prisoners. Many of them wept when 
the negroes were led to the courtroom. 

The verdict was handed to Judge 
Crow by the foreman of the jury. None 
of’ the defense was present and for 
this reason the judge polled: the jury. 
AM affirmed the verdict. 

James A. Farmer, special assistant 
attorney general representing the 
state, told the court that the state had 
other charges against the three ne- 
groes acquitted and Judge Crow or- 
dered them remanded to fail. 

Attorneys for the state expressed 
satisfaetion at the verdict, the cases 
of the negroes being the first of the 
riot cases tried. Tomorrow hearings 
in the cases of the white men indicted 


in connection with the riots will 
opened.

EFFORTS TO RUSSIFY 
ESTHONIANS IN VAIN 


The Esthonians, who constitute four- 
fifths of the population of the Russian Baltio 
province of Esthonia, which lies between 
Riga and Petrograd, is the subject of the 
following war geography bulletin issued to- 
day by the Nationa! Geographic Society from 
its Washington headquarters: 

“Like the Finns, to whom they are Closely 
related, the Esthonians or Esths, a race num- 
bering a million people, more than 400,000 of 
whom reside in Esthonia, retain many char- 
acteristics which bespeak their Mongolian 
origin. They are long-armed and short- 
legged, have broad faces and low brows, are 
usually beardless and have oblique eyes. 

“The first record of the ‘E’sths in Europe 
reveals them as a daring, predatory people 
of the Baltic whose piratic outrages enkin- 
died the wrath of Danish kings 4s early as 
the twelfth century. In 1194 and 1196 Canute 
VL sent a strong expedition against them, 
and forced a number of the lawless bands to 
accept Christianity and allow themselves to 
be baptized. Hardly had the warlike prose- 
lyters left the Esthonian shores, however, 
than the inhabitants reverted to barbarism 
and their heathen practices. A quarter of a 
century later, Waldemar II. was more suUc- 
cessful. He subjugated the northern por- 
tion of the land and brought the inhabitants 
under submission to the Danish crown. It 
was never a willing submission, however, 
and for more than a hundred years the in- 
habitants gave their conquerors endless 
trouble until 1343 Waldemar IV. decided that 
they wefe “not worth the bother,” so he 
sold his interest in the rebels and in their 
land to the Knights of the Sword, who were 
gradually spreading their net of power north- 
ward ffom Teutonic lands. 

“Kor more than 500 years thereafter the 
lot of the Esthonians was virtually that of 
serfdom under their German landowners. 

“In the sixteenth century both the nobles 
and the fortified towns of Esthonia placed 
themselves under the protection of the Swed- 
ish crown, but they were forced to acknowl- 
edge a new master after Peter the Great's 
successful wars against Charles XII, 

‘Ror the last thirty years the Russian 
imperial government has been making sys- 
tematic efforts to Russify the Esths, trying 
especially to abolish the Esthonian language, 
to which the people have clung tenaciously. 
fiarsh regulations as to the use of the lan- 
guage in the schools have not served to wean 
the people from their own tongue, however. 
One characteristic which. has served to pre- 
serve the Esth language through the cen- 
turies has been the people’s love for poetry, 
and they have rare natural gift for versifi- 
cation. 

“The Orthodox Greek church of Russia 
also have conducted an active program in 
Esthonia, but according to the latest re- 
ligious census ninety-six per cent of the in- 
habitants are:still Lutherans.”

THE DELICATE CHILD. 

A child ten per cent underweight for his 
height is delicate. There is always some 
definite cause for this poorly nourished con- 
dition. We entered upon the medfcalp in- 
Spection blank of a school child the deserip- 
tion “poorly nourished,” meaning that the 
child was considerably underweight for her 
age. Her mother waxed wrothful and as- 
serted that her children always received 
enough to eat! The quantity of food the 
child receives usually has nothing to do 
with it. 

The delicate child easily becomes fa- 
tigued, both physically and mentally. There- 
fore, to permit such a child to be kept after 
school is a deplorable negligence on the 
part of parents. The delicate child is rest- 
less and nervous, finicky in likes and die- 
likes, and often difficult to manage. The 
child takes too little time to eat. Some- 
times he takes far too little food. 

The physical examination of such a child 
shows various defects. Some obstructive 
condition in nose or throat is very com- 
monly seen—which is another important 
reason why short school hours should be in- 
sisted upon for such children, inasmuch as 
confinem®nt in the warm, dead atmosphere 
of the average schoolroom is a strong pre- 
disposing factor of adenoids, chronic rhinitis 
(“catarrh”) and enlarged tonsils. Every 
publie school should have at least one open- 
air schoolroom for the benefit of delicate 
children; for that matter, no school can be 
called modern unless it affords open-air in- 
struction for at least some of the pupils. 

Decayed teeth are noted in over 50 
cent of all delicate children in school. 

Fast eating will prevent gain in weight 
irrespective of the amount of food -‘con- 
sumed. Often the child eager to finish 
the meal in arder to play. Many delicate 
children would rather play than eat. To 
this end, the child may hurry morsels of 
food down half masticated or unmasticated, 
by swallowing liquids. Water, milk or other 
wholesome beverage, though never tea or 
coffee or cocoat, may be allowed freely at 
the meal, but the child must not per- 
mitted to use the drink to wash down food. 
Parents should set a reasonable time, say 20 
minutes, and insist upon the child remain- 
ing at table for the full time. 

Delicate children should sleep in the open 
air. Warmed indoor air is foul air, dead air. 
Special care should taken to keep the 
child warm, for often the body temperature 
is below normal.

The department of commerce announces 
the publication by the United States coast 
and geodetic survey of a new chart, No. 1234, 
“Cape Lookout to New River, North Caro- 
lina,” scale 1:80,000 (0.9 inch to the nautical 
mile), dimensions 36x39 inches, price 50 
cents. 


This chart series which

the same scale. Besides the new informa- 
tion available on the new chart, it is an im-

SAVE SKIM MILK 
FOR HUMAN BEINGS 


Although skim milk is recognized as hav- 
ing great value in feeding animals, the Unit+ 
ed States department o 
out that its value as human food should be 
kept in mind. By substituting grain, green 
feed, buttermilk and whey in animal feeding, 
much skim milk may be left for human use 
as a beverage, in cooking, condensing or for 
making cottage cheese. Only the surplus of 
this Waluable human food should be fed to 
stock, 

While skim milk is good for stock, the 
fact remains that its highest efficiency can 
not be had through turning it into meat, 
Skim milk is used most economically in anli- 
mal production when fed to hogs, yet it 
takes 20 pounds when fed alone SAD mgr 
one pound of pork. The same quantity wil 
make three pounds of cottage cheese. In 
addition, cottage cheese contains 1 times 
as much protein and one-third as much enefr- 
gy as pork; so that the skim milk ingthe 
cheese form gives quite as much ener 
and 4% times as much protein as it wou 
if converted into ham or bacon.

claim is appealed. In cases where ad-

The rules of the provost marshal

“Fifty years makes a lot of differ- 
ence in the business of being a newsie,” 
said Ed L. Grant, of 19 East Eleventh

If a bundle 
of papers had been shoved out to me 
such as I see the carriers handle now, 
I would have thought the management 
was trying to turn over the paper's en- 
tire circulation to my care. 

“The leather-lunged newsie who con- 
fronts one on the street and shouts 
‘Extra!’ in such a startling manner had 
not come into existence in Atlanta,” 
continued Mr. Grant, “for the sole rea- 
son that no extras were’ gotten out 
then. We had to content ourselves 
with bawling out ‘Paper!’ to the top of 
our voice as we threw it in at each 
house. A good pair of legs were a 
newsboy’s chief requisite at that time.” 

Mr. Grant possesses an intimate 
knowledge of Atlanta’s past and can 
tell the history of most of the impor- 
tant changes that have taken place in 
the city during the past fifty years, “I 
remember when the blocks between 
East Alabama street consisted of a va- 
cant lot,” said Mr. Grant.

Some footbal! enthusiasts have stated 
that the football man and not the base- 
ball man is more peculiarly fitted . 
this athletic feat, but the writer con- 
tends that both of these help to a cer- 
tain small extent, but it will fall to 
the lot of the shot putter and. discus 
thrower to take the lead in this im-: 
portant war game. 

While at Plattsburg I tried for two, 
or three days, in co-operation with Law-! 
son Robertson, America’s famous ath- ; 
lete, to throw the bomb, using the or- 
dinary baseball muscles, and at the 
end of every practice period all the 
men who threw the bombs by that 
method were afflicted with an attack 
of what is known in baseball as “glass 
arm.’ It is entirely out of the question 
to throw the iron hand grenade, which 
weighs 1% pounds, through a trajec- : 
tory which must extend over a second 
period. The Canadians and English 
have apprectated this fact, and have. 
been using a stiff overhand throw, | 
which gives better results. As_ the} 
Americans do not play cricket, it oc- : 
curs to us that perhaps we could use ~- 
muscles which weye more in vogue in 
the athletic realms of our country. The 
ehot put shift of the feet and the leg 
crouch were taken and a movement 
similar to that used by the discus 
thrower, only it was switched from the 
horizontal to a vertical plane, thus en- 
abling the man to throw the bomb from 
a trench three feet wide.

It is quite a different feat to obtain 
accuracy of direction and height, and 
the so-called American method describ- 
ed by the writer enable the thrower to 
more certainly obtain the proper 
height than does the English method. 

All the ten Y. M. C. A. physical direc- 
tors have been coached to handle the 
bomb throwing, and at first may throw 
from a three-foot ring to another 
three-foot ring sixty feet apart. This 
represents the average distance be- 
tween the German trench boys. Just as 
soon as the men get the co-ordination 
in their systems they are put into one 
of the cages, and then endeavor to 
throw from one cage to the other, and 
every time the bomb strikes in the ring 
or in the cages he is credited with five 
points. . 

The soldiers who have tried _ this 
came have been very enthusiastic over 
it, and the elemeni of competition can 
be injected by dividing up into sides, 
and each man entitled to three throws, 
the side winning which succeeds the 
greatest number of times. 

Many who have had any | 
athletic training seem to fall right in| 
with the game and have no trouble inj 
developing form and accuracy. The 
sketch which I have drawn represents 
{mn a crude away a typical Gernman 
trench, with bays averaging about six- | 
ty feet in length and three feet in 
width. The trenches are built in this 
manner in order to prevent artillery 
fire rakine or enfilading the trench. 
From appearances a _ trench planned 
and built on straight surveyed_tines 
may be misleading, but remember 
these trenches are thrown up in great 
haste and often zigzag in every di- 
rection, the land between a space vary- 
ing from a few yards to ‘00 or 200- 
yards and known as “No Man’s Land,” 
and each party, under cover of dark- 
ness, ‘builds a ‘front-yard fence of 
barbed wire to delay unexpected and 
unwelcome attacks. 

During an Attack. 

Under cover of barrage or curtain 
fire it is fairly safe for the boys to go 
over the top and trot over to the 
Boches’ trench. This fire is so inten- 
sive that the Germans are compelled 
to crouch into their dugouts, and only 
dare to come out when the fire is 
lifted. It means sure death to start 
out of the trench during the attack. 
The allies have been so close that it is 
estimated that mortality is as high as 
2 per cént. That this was an unneces- 
sary and reckless expenditure of life 
on the part of the allies’ officers, but 
in the long run it gives the attacking 
party a drop on the enemy, who are 
down in their dugouts; also an oppor- 
tunity to scramble over the top and go 
into his trench before he can crawl 
out, 80 at a cost of 2 per cent the 
mortality rate has been greatly re- 
duced by this method. It is a hope- 
less task and quite out of the ques- 
tion to turn the flanks, as they exist 
in the western war zone, so lines are 
punctured, and there is where the bomb 
throwers’ art comes in. 

The forward movement is changed 
to a lateral attack and the barrage or 
curtain fire is lifted and thrown back 
of the trenches, to prevent reserves 
coming to the help of the enemy, the 
attacking party being composed of a 
section of oie of the big companies, 
divided into bay men and bomb throw- 
ers. The latter are without guns and 
carry sacks containing the hand gre- 
nades. The bay men move quickly 
along the trench to points 1 and 2, and 
then to 1 and 2-A, and bayonet their 
way, if possible, to 1 and 2-B. In the 
meantime the bomb or grenade throw- 
ers are at points 1 and 2, endeavoring 
to drop a grenade on the enemy, lo- 
eated at 3 or 4. Just as soon as 
one explodes down in the trench the 
bayonet men do their clean-up stunt 
again. The bombers immediately fol- 
low and, passing a dugout, throw two 
of their death-dealing calling cards 
down the dugout to take care of the 
enemy who may be hiding there.

NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS : 
Non-commissioned officers should be 
carefully selected and instructed and al- 
ways supported by company command- 
ers in the proper performance of their 
duties. 

They are most important members of 
a company, as they are the medium 
through which the captain administers 
and instructs the men of the organi- 
zation. In making the selection ef 
non-commissioned officers, men should 
be chosen for their soldierly qualities, 
their intelligence, sobriety and ability 
to handle men. Yompany non-commis- 
sioned officers are appointed by the 
regimental commanders, or temporarily 
by the battalion commander if the bat- 
talion is detached from regimental 
headquarters, upon recommendation of 
the company commander. Each non- 
commissioned officer receives a “war- 
rant” signed by the regimental com- 
mander, which corresponds to the com- 
mission which an officer receives from 
the president. 

The captain selects the first sergeant, 
supply sergéant and mess’ sergeant 
from the sergeants of his company, ap- 
pointing them by company order, and 
returning them to the grade of ser- 
geant, if necessary, without reference 
to higher authority. A separate war- 
rant as first sergeant, supply sergeant 
or mess sergeant is not given, the com- 
pany order being all that is necessary 
to show additional rank. 

Non-commissioned officers 
} bear in mind the responsibilities 
their positions, and should avoid nag-

) ging the men, and unnecessarily ‘“‘bawl- 


ling them out,” but should always be on 
j the alert to enforce discipline. They 
, must realize that they are the assist- 
j ants of the captain in every sensé of 
the word, and conduct themselves ac- 
cordingly. 

ORDERS: 
, orders are classified as general orders, 
special orders and verbal orders; field 
orders are designed as march orders, 
advance guard orders, outpost orders, 
etc., depending upon the tactical situa- 
tion with which they deal. 

A general order is one which conveys 
information of interest to the entire 
command, as, for instance, one order- 
ing the entraining of the regiment for 
station in New York, while a special 
order governs the action of an individ- 
ual, as one directing an officer or man 
to proceed on some journey. These or- 
ders are usually written or printed, 


A verbal order is a direction for a 
command or an individual to do or to 
refrain from doing a_ thing, and is 
usually put more concisely and infor- 
mally than a general or special order. 
It has become a custom of the service 
that the expressed wish of a command- 
ing officer has all the binding effect 
of an order, as, for instance, if he were 
to say, “Jones, I wish that you would 
go to the barracks and tell Sergeant 
Smith that I want to see him;’’ bat it 
is much better to avoid the request 
form in issuing an order, and put it in 
such language that no man can mis- 
understand the intention. In the tn- 
stance just stated, it would be better 
to say, “Jones, go down to the barracks 
and tell Sergeant Smith that I want to 
see him.” The soldier then ia not left 
in doubt with reference to the matter, 
for he knows that he is performing 
a duty and not conferring a favor. 

All persons issuing orders of any 
kind should be careful to make them 
clear and concise, avoiding the use of 
unnecessary words, and be prepared to 
take the full. responsibility for the or- 
der after it iasued. 

Ie is a good: idea in giving verbal or- 
ders to a soldier, particularly if they 
are importanf, to have him either re- 
peat them, or to ask him if he under- 
stands. This’ method will avoid much 
needless confusion by calling for the 
use of the mental faculties on the part 
of the person receiving the order, 

The offense of disobedience of ordere 
is a very serious one, and all men 
should be careful to obev orders given 
them by proper authority, appealing 
to the commanding officer after the or- 

er has been carried out, if they feel 
that they have been agerrieved. The 
matter will always be investigated and 
justice done the complainant. 

It must be borne in mind, therefore, 
that unless the order on the face of {It 
‘is absolutely illegal (and orders of that 
kind will seldom be given) it should be 
carried out and redress obtained later. 
No soldier is justified in disobeying an 
order or failing to carry out its provi- 
sions merely because he feels that 
some injustice has been doné him by 
the person issuing it. 

PAY: This is perhaps 
most interesting subjects under discus- 
sion, certainly to the average person, 
and an effort will be. made to explain 
it so that it may be understood.

The soldier is furnished with a deposit 
book which corresponds to a savings 
fund book in civil life, in which is en- 
tered a record of the deposits made by 
him. Interest is paid at the rate of 
4 per cent per annum, and many men 
leave the service with a tidy sum in 
their possession, which might other- 
wise have been squandered. It cannot 
be too strongly urged that the habit 
of depositing monthly is a good one to 
form, and all men should establish this 
Savings account with Uncle Sam, the 
most reliable banker in the world. 

In addition to the deposit privileges, 
every enfisted man on distant duty is 
allowed ‘to allot a certain portion of 
his pay, as he may desire, for the sup- 
port of his family or relatives, for his 
own savings, or any other purpose ex- 
cept that of obtaining an advance on 
his pay, but the allotment privilege to 
soldiers serving in the boundaries of 
the United States will be limited to 
support of their families and relatives.

Crop Returns Good, Exports Growing 


DUN REPORTS THE SMALLEST 
NUMBER OF FAILURES 
SINCE 1911.

Sufficient time has elapsed, after 
nearly half a year of adjustment to 
new conditions, for signs of general 
and serious economic disturbance to 
have made themselves’ apparent, if 
any were to be witnessed. But while 
the war has brought many unprece- 
dented problems, and not a little un- 
certainty and hesitation in business, 
Of evidences of conspicuous unsettle- 
ment there is a noteworthy and grati- 
fying absence in the latest insolvency 
Statistics, 

Not only are the September failures, 
463, the smallest in number of any 
month in six years and the liabilities, 
$11,900,000, relatively moderate, but 
for the nine months just ended the ex- 
hibit in both respects is the best for 
the period since 1911, with 10,787 com- 
mercial defaults, involving less than 
$142,000,000. Comparing with last year, 
When the country was exceptionally 
prosperous, the numerical reduction is 
LY per cent and in amount about 8 
per cent. That such factg appear, in 
spite of various influences calculated 
to enhance the possibilities of finan- 
clal embarrassment, is highly reas- 
suring. 

Once more, action has been taken 
to prevent disturbances in money, and 
last week’s 7 per cent call loan figure 
was not repeated. With the floating 
of the second war loan in progress, 
the need for a stable market is clear- 
ly apparent, and local financial insti- 
tutions have formed a fund, with $200,- 
000,000 immediately available, to bring 
about this condition and to Keep rates 
within 6 per cent, it ls said by some. 
But no one now suspects that there 
will be an abundance of “cheap money” 
obtainable for speculative uses, and 
there has been no discernible change 
in the prudent attitude of lenders. 

Many calculations on the prospec- 
tive cotton crop, and some opinions 
about the future of prices, experienced 
revision when Tuesday’s official con- 
dition report was made known. That 
it would prove bullish, no one had 
doubted; but the trade was unprepared 
for an estimate as low as 60.4 per cent 
and the market soared on its announce- 
ment, 


NUMBER OF CAUSES 
BOOST UP COTTON 


New Orleans, October 7.—The ten- 
dency in cotton last week was strongly 
upward on this market, prices being 
220 to 241 points over the previous 
week's close at their best. The mar- 
ket closed at a net gain of 178 to 186 
points. The lowest levels were reach- 
ed Monday and the highest Wednes- 
day, after which there was a moderate 
recession, chiefly under profit-taking 
on long contracts. 

Reports of a strong spot demand 
and of a large business being done by 
spinners, unfavorable weather condi- 
tions over the belt and the bullish tone 
of the bureau reports on condition and 
ginning Tuesday were the main sup- 
porting influences.

While trade is large, industry active 
and crop returns good, conservatism 
seems to be more sharply outlined, the 
matter of present price levels or possi- 
ble readjustments superindusing great- 
er caution in making future commit- 
ments, In other words, there is a 
Srowing disposition to buy more in 
consonance with nearby needs, to guard 
against possible downward revision in 
prices, to take account of the 
of taxes, and to measure the results 
of a large part of .the populace shift- 
og from peaceful pursuits to those of 

ar. 

At the same time, heavy buying by 
the government makes for animation 
and counteracts repression in other 
lines, and in the centers where can- 
tonments have been established re- 
markable growth in trade has occur- 
red, necessitating in numerous _in- 
Stances the placing of reorders. Or- 
dinary distribution is featured by good 
trade in general staple merchandise, 
luxuries being eschewed, and little is 
heard of holiday business, while it is 
also conceded that demand for civil- 
ians’ dress clothing, as distinguished 
from workmen's garments, seems to 
have eased up. 

Industry is active, though new buy- 
ing in the iron and steel trade is con- 
spicuous by its absence, dullness in- 
tervening, of course, until the full 
schedule of fixed prices comes out next 
week. But business in machinery and 
tools is of extraordinary proportions. 
Labor is very scarce, so much s0, in 
fact, that outputs of raw materials 
are greatly hampered, and wages keep 
on rising without, however, fully pla- 
cating workers. 

Ordinary building is exceptionally 
dull, and dwelling houses in cities ani- 
mated by war activity are very scarce 
at high rents. Coal is in poor supply, 
largely because of difficulty experi- 
enced in getting adequate transporta- 
tion, and a rather numerous list of 
cities seem to anticipate serious short- 
age later on. 

Because of the strength of raw cot- 
ton, finished goods are higher, but the 
upward flight has restricted trade in 
some lines.

FIGHTING HOOKWORM 


IN SOUTHERN STATES: 


Efforts to Control Disease Dis- 
cussed by Rockefeller 
Health Board. 


New York, October 7—Efforts toward 
the relief and control of hookworm 
disease in eight southern states of this 
country and fifteen foreign countries 
occupied the chief attention of the in- 
ternational health board, a subsidiary 
organization of the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation, during 1916, according to ad- 
vance sheets of the foundation's re- 
port made public tonight.

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Bell, chairman of the division, is highly 
gratified with the ‘“‘patience and .cheer- 
ful co-operation” shown by the milling 
trade at large in fulfilling the program 
mapped out by the division. 
Reminding mill owners who have -not 
yet been apportioned supplies with 
which to operate, that the division has 
been in existence only three weeks, the 
statement admonishes them to be cer- 
tain that they have. complied with the 
division’s full directions, then remain 
patient with the assurance that the or- 
ganization machinery is being perfected 
as rapidly as possible and their wants 
will be given attention before long. The 
advantages which will result once con- 
trol of the mills has been established 


on a smoothly running basis will more 
than offset any present inconveniences, 
says the statement.
